In our presffttage of v/orld tensions, fear and unrest- when t. e fear of extinc¬ 
tion through the thermonuclear v/eapons has become so alarming, one’s thoughts 
are apt to dwell upon other great crises in the evolution of this planet, when, 
because of the misuse of the creative forces, whole continents went down into 
oblivion • Then the thought comes to mind, must humanity again go through 
the same desperate circuiiistances, the suffering and the pain , which is the 
result of the misuse of Divine Laws? Over and over again man has reached a high 
degree of civilization , only to lose it all in his thirst for personal power. 

As described in The Secret Doctrine, By Eeleno Blavatsky, there have been 
four great Continents, each reaching sublime heights in civilization. Three 
were destroyed as humanity took the difficult steps that lead to Soul. 

The First j^ace was haicdly objective , vathout type or color, yet of colossal 
nebulous form • It incarnated in v/hat is referred to as the Imperishable Sacred 
Land, calied so because it never shared the fate of tho other Continents.

The priestly men were continually 
visited by the " §dds'’ Both were deeply versed in primeval wisdom and the 
secrets of nature and were antagonistic to each other in t.'ioir struggle to 
progress in their separatopaths of evolution . It is the old stiry of the "War 
of the Gods" for supuBjai^y, as the Forces of Light and Darkn. i fought to 
maintain their power. 

A claaof Hierophants inhabited Atlantis, produced sexually but of divine 
parentage.

The Chinese have recorded the existance of a Holy Land, beyond the Sun, 
Tcheou, beyond which was situated the land of the Immortal Mon . They still 
believe that the remnants of those who survived when the Island " became-"black 
«ith sin" and perished have found refuge in the groat Gobi Desert, where thyy 
still PGSido, invisible and defended from approach by hosts of Spirits. 

The sinking of the continents of Lemuria and Atlantis is not fictionaljfor 
the most archaic Sanskrit and Tamil works toem with rofero^^cos to both Conti- 
nebts.

Through their clear understand¬ 
ing humanity ^ being drawn closer to an understanding of its own dibinity.

The saucer seas^^ has arrived in Victoria again • The autumn air is.thi.ok with 
them y and only .the great skill of", the* sauc-er navigators has prevented disrup- 
tion of commercial airline traffic. 

It really began with the report from Mr. Ron Sullivan, of Maryborough, a steel 
contractor. He reported that he was driving between Dunnoly and St. Arnud when 
suddenly his headlights were pul?.'d hari to the right. "Instead of lighting the 
road, they lit up the fence, as though they were being attracted by a magnet." 

(le said . '■ In the riddle of the paddock was a column of light about 25 ft. 

high and shaped like an ice-cream cone." Without a sound, but at tremendout; 
speed , that column rose into the air. 

A couple of days later dozens of people in the subvirb of Pascoe Valc( near Sandy 
Stone's Moonee Ponds) reported a"large glowing object , emittii. a faint buzzing 
sound" hovering in the night sky. A Country Roads Board worker said the object 
was like two saucers stuck together in the shape of a discus and left a yellow 
blue trailbehind it. Scores of similar sightings were reported to the Press, 
radio, and television newsrooms.

The discovery of j^everal ” canals’* on the Mars- Mariner Probe films—denied 
after the fly-by last July-J^*^'* >set off a new controversy about intelligent 
life on the Red Planet. It h^v also raised the question of whether the facts 
were known in July and withheld , or if the marks were fou d belatedly • 

Copies of the Mariner film showing the straight-line ” canals” were recently 
shown to NICAP by Bp. Fpank. Salisbury of Colorado State University, a noted 
exobiologist who has analysed the evid^^i^® ^*or life on Mars, fhe canal mark¬ 
ings could easily be seen jdiaencfc l repr'^’ace well enough for ■*illustration, 

In a report to the American Association for the Advancement of Science, Dr.C. 
Tombaugh said he had found ” canal” steaks and ” oasis” b* ots in seven of the 
22 Mariner photos. (”Oases” are unexplained intersections areas of tlie”canals”) 
All these markings, the astronomer said, coincided with canals and oases he 
had seen intelescopic studies and on Mars maps made by himself and other astro¬ 
nomers. 

** I know ethers who say they can’t see ” canals” on Mars,” Dr. Tombaugh told 
assembled scientists,”but I’d like to see them have their eyes examined. ” 

AccortLinj to the scientist in charge ofM^iriner IV’s^T.V. operations. 
Prof. Robert B Leighton , the films are still being studied -and there is hope 
they may yield further information about the mysterious ” canals”. He admitted 
it was not knovm exactly where the camera was aimed during the picture-taking, 
so that evaluators cannot tie in the photos to specific Mars areas. (Satement 
to the ilmerican Physical Society, Jan. 27 > at New York. ^ 

Asked about Dr« Tombawh’s report. Prof. Leighton said he had never s^;otted 
a canal through a telescope, but added: 

” I have not done of the looking that Clyde Tombaugh has.... .Tombaugh knows 

the face of Marslike he knows the back of his hand. If he thinkshe sees a 
canal on Mars or sees something that could be a canal, I would certainly take 
him very seriously.” 

Exis ancG of the canal network has been declared by other well known astron¬ 
omers, among them , Br. Earl C. Slipher, lifetime student of Mars at the Low¬ 
ell Observatory, and Brs, Richardson and Pettit, who saw the canals , sharply 
defined , through the Mt. Palomar and Mt. Wilson tolescmpos. 

At least one ca al map,by Mars authority V/ells Alan Webb, showj an impressive 
network of straight lines connecting the ” oases’^nzpfpttern s-..:iilar to rail 
road networks in the U.S. 

Some analysts ,like Wells Alan Webb, suggest the oases are cities or large 
irrigated areas connected by waterv/ays to polar caps which melt in the Martian 
springtime. Other scientists , including Torfb*xuvh, a, s^ the ” canals” must 
be huge fractures and the ” oases” are only large asteroid crat'»rs. But no 
one has edpiained how random cracks could fol ow straight linos and craters 
could be linked v/ith such geometrical precision . 

The conroversy v/ill go on probably at least until the next Mariner-Mars probe 
shot in 1969* He^ s for new clues, from an imminent NASA report on the I965 
Mariner films, h'* now been dashed; This NASA report. Prof. Leighton states

VJhilst travelling to v/ork^ Ihrs.J. Sheldon , a printing machinist 9 v;as travel¬ 
ling along the Cavan Rd. leading to the Grand Junction Rd. at 8.5O to 8.55 a.m. 
when her eyes observed in the distance some 4 miles away over Port Adelaide 
or a little further out to sea. a long glovdng orange colored object, cigar 
shaped, and appearing to pulsate a li‘u’:lo. 

2it first she did not give it much attention , but suddenly her radio on the 
Car began to play up and its volume decreased and heavy statWjand humming 
noises became very loud on it. 

She looked again into the sky, and saw the object which had hovered momentar¬ 
ily , slowly moving forward and then suddenly dissolve into tr “ thick cloud 
layer of the overcast sky. 

She was certain the object was below the cloud layer and nothin it’when she 
first observed it , and it m^^ have been hovering for some time before she 
actually noticed it. 

V?^iGn the object disappeared the radio came back on q.uite normal and without 
any reason for its previous behaviour. 

Itrs. Sheldon, travels along this road every day to work, and although it was 
thought at first the high tension wires overhead which are there at that site, 
Djay have been the cause of the interference, as she put it. ’’then why has it 
neve:? happened befoi^o to the radio? ” 

Th'"^ length of the object appeared to her naked eye to be about I8 inches to 
two feet long and the width about 6 to 7 inches, this at a distance of 4 miles 
Y/ould make this quite a large craft. The elevation being about an angle of 
45 deg GO 50* from her seated position in the car . 

She is quite opf^ to the belief that flying saucers could exist but has not 
given much thought to the subject, and rang your Editor to ask if he thought 
he could explain the incident .

The men Dale Spaur and W.L. Lei'.: , w-^ra investigating a traffic accident at 
5* am. v/hon their police alert radio called them to watch for a flying object 
headed their way . 

Vhen they saw it they went out in pursuit# 

Spaur, a former Korean V^ar Air Force gunner, said the circular object, ” about 
30 to 45 P't;. in diameter, travelled at speeds from 80 to 100 lies an hour#

” I have never seen anything this bright before in my life .”
